KINDS OF FERTILIZER. 


Complete JHnnnrc. Pho«plm<«. Hono- 


mealt NKropren ConLpouiidii. £tc. 
The leading kinds of fertilizers ara 


-classified and dcBcrlbed us follows by 
Professor Kedzie of the Michigan sta- 
tion: 


First—Complete manure, -which con- 


tains nitrogen in some combination, 
smell as a salt of ammonia, nitrate of 
soda or organic nitrogen; potash, as 
muriate or sulphate- (German stnss- 
furth-salts) or wood ashes; phosphoric 
acid, as a sulphate of lime. It is.cnlled 
a complete manure because it contalug 
all of the three materials most essential 
for plant growth and most likely, to be 
deficient in a Held after long croppinR. 


Second,—Plain phosphate, which may 


be In the form of superphosphate, solu- 
ble in water or solution of citrate of 
ammonia, these being called available 
because they are readily taken-np by 
the roots of plants, and ground phoa- 
phate rock, an insoluble form.. 
Tho 


bone phosphate and rock phosphate 
are changed Into superphosphate, by 
the action of sulphuric acid, removing 
n part of the lime ns sulphate. 
Tho 


soluble phosphate is especially benefi- 
cial to plants In the early state of their 
growth, givlug tbnm a good start. In 
later stages of growth, when the plant 
by its roots can forage for food in the 
soil, the insoluble phosphate may have 
nearly as beneficial an effect. 


Third.—Phosphates promote -tie for- 


mation of flowers and fruit and secure 
earlier ripening. They may be wisely 
used on Tines and succulent fruits that 
nre liable to be cut by early frosts 
In autumn, securing early crops with 
better prices and avoiding the loss of 
the entire crop by untimely frosts be- 
fore most o£ the crop had ripened. 
Fruit trees sometimes blossom year 
after year -without producing -fruit. 
This is often'caused by storms-at'the 
flowering period, but It may be' caused 
by constitutional weakness, in'consei 
quence of. which pollen of vital'power 


j is not formed. 
< In such cases fMe:use 


of active phosphates is worthy of trial.

often given off by mixed fertilizers. 
Moist meadows nre benefited by a 
dressing of bonemeal. 
If the bones 


that now adorn the back yard and pas- 
ture lot should be ground Into a pow- 
der and scattered on a crop worn Held, 
the results would surprise some fann- 
ers. 


Fourth.—Potash manure. 
The best 


and cheapest Is that neglected home 
product, -nooc! ashes. These contain 
an average of 5 per cent of potash, be- 
sides a sensible amount of phosphate 
and a very large amouut of carbonate 
of lime and magnesia. They are an all 
around plant manure so far as mineral 
matter is concerned, supplying each 
gas element. 


Unless the fanner can bring Into 


active form the great store of potash 
In his Boil lie will then have to buy the 
German potash salts, the muriate or 
sulphate. These salts are yearly com- 
ing luto jreater prominence as potash 
fertilizers, but :thelr sale in-Michigan 
In separate form has not beenMddge. ''

is masterful: no-plant can gro-tfVltb-- 
out It. find Its; Influence in developing' 
the carbohydrates and maturing fruits 
is marked.and apparently controlling. 


j-jftij.—nntrogep; compounds. 'Nitro- 


gen is the bottled wine of the'vege- 
table feast. If.the term stimulant can' 
bo-applied to.any organization rle'stl-' 
tute of a nervous, system, then nitro- 
gen is the stimulant of plant life. In 
any of Its combined forms it gives 
depth Of color and 
exuberance of 


growth to vegetable life, and when in 
abundant supply it causes the plant to 
break forth into riotous growth. The 
great reservoir of nitrogen Is the nir, 
but the leaves, of plants, though con- 
stantly bathed in nitrogen, cannot 
drink 'in a particle. It is only nitrogen 
In combination that c.in be appropriat- 
ed .by the plant, and this enters the 
plant by the roots and comes from the 
soil. A small amount is brought to the 
noil by the rain, washing out the am- 
monia and nitratos of the air. but the 
amount Is not. large and entirely in- 
adequate to supply a. crop. 


A large amount of active nitrogen 


In the form of nitrates Is yearly, form- 
ed in every well cultivated Scld, and 
this is the cheapest way of securing 
n supply of this costliest element of 
plant growth. The raising of legumi- 
nous crops, like the clovers. Is the next 
cheapest way of securing a supply. 


Combined nitrogen is purchased In 


three forms—salts of ammonia, nitrate, 
of soda and organic nitrogen in the 
form of dried blood, fish scraps, cot- 
tonseed meal, etc. 


Sixth.—Tankage Is a complex and 


variable material obtained from tha' 
waste residues at the slaughter houses, 
the garbage collected by the scaven- 
gers In cities, etc. These materials 
are dried, the grease extracted in tanks, 
and this tankage, by itself or mixed 
with phosphates, potash, .etc., is. sold 
as a fertilizer. 
It is mainly used to 


give bulk to the concentrated fertilizers 
made from bone and rock phosphate. 


There are two ways to make availa- 


ble to-bees all the honey in red clover 
blossoms. One is to produce a strain 
of bees with longer tongues which will 
reach down into the cups of the clover 
blossoms and the other to grow a 
strain of clover that will have shorter 
tubes or corollas which the bees can, 
reach down luto to. gather the nectar 
at their base. Apiarians are 
on each o£ these lines.-

When the purchased birds arrive, 


they are placed by themselves in coops 
separate from tljooe being forced. They 
are called "feeders." 
• After being cooped "the feeders are 
allowed no food for ^4 hours. - 


After this short fast "they are fed 


from V shaped troughs which nre sus- 
pended In front'of tbeir ,cbope three 
times per day irtl they-can eat of a thin 
mash composed of finely ground oats 
mixed -with'half water and half milk. 


During the second week the water is 


gradually replaced by'milk. . 


At end of second week a little fat is 


molted in the hot milk and mixed in the 
food. 


At end of second week, perhaps a 


short time .before, the birds do not eat 
as rapidly ite they did, and the "cram- 
mer," or forcing machine, Is called into 
requisition. 
. 


The ration .as used in the "crammer" 


Is ground oats and skimmilk, sweet or 
sour, the latter preferred, to which is 
added fat (tallow in most cases) in pro- 
portion of a tablespoonful to each bird. 


The' mixture as used in the ''cram- 


mer" is of the consistency of .gruel or 
thin porridge. 


The same authority also says that 


the "feeders" should be kept going (by 
band feeding) as long as they continue 
to put on weight. A bird should never 
be placed on the "crammer" so long as 
It eats heartily. Experience-has shown 
that after ten days or a fortnight most 
birds will not take enough food volun- 
tarily to make weight. It is then that 
the forcing machine iu brought into 
requisition.

AH persons familiar with-birches 


mid maples know that If any liuibs are 
taken from them In the late winter or 
spring time the stubs will bleed freely 
for a number ot weeks, and it such 
limbs are large ones they seldom heal 
over before decay hns commenced in 
them. Apple and- pear trees .will bleed 
more or lees when pruned" at the same 
seasons of the year, and for that reason 
no pruning w^en large limbs are to be 
taken off should be done'at that time OT 
the year. 
.- 


When pruning is dene during the 


three midsummer months, the stubs 
commence to heal over quite soon, and 
they can be painted within a few days 
after pruning If the weather is warm 
and dry, which cannot be done and 
have the paint hold if the pruning is 
done before the bleeding has ceased to 
flow. During the summer months the 
sap Is thickening for the making of 
new wood and Is largely near the berk- 
und not In the older wood of the trees.
